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Pecos Texas, a rogion geographieally distant (as viowed from 
Dallas, which is about a third as far from EI Paso as is Ithaca, 
New York), geologically uurelat<‘< 1 T and floristieally distinet from 
thc arca of thc type localitv of Do (’andolle’s species. Probable 
isotypes in thc U. S. National Herbarium and thc (iray Her¬ 
barium aro clearly .4. praealtus, with characteristic lcaf-t<*xture 
and venation. I do not concur in Dr. Wiegands opinion (1. c., 
p. 27) that (Iray was in error in assigning the specimen in his 
possession to A. praealtus (under its former name, A. saliei- 
folius). The ea rl i est name for the species orroneously called A. 
eoeruleseeus is apparent ly A. hesperius (iray, Synoptieal Flora 1 
(pt. 2): 192, 1881: “Damp soil and along streams, S. ('olorado 
and New Mexieo to Arizona and S. California. Has been 
variouslv tak<>n for A. longifolius. Novi-Belgii, aestivus, <&c., and 
coli, by Wrighl, <Ireene , Rothroek, Cleveland, Parish, Lemmon,

Surely Chenopodium gigantospermum Aellen, tla* commonest 
American represc*nt.ative of Old World C. hybridam , differs from 
the latter only in its larger seeds. It. is so like truo C. hybridum 
that acute botanists from Pursh to Standley ha ve detected no 
diflferenee; neither can otlu»rs who had compared the plants, 
except in size of seed. C. gigantospermum is properlv called (’. 
hybridum L., var. gigantospermum (Aellen) Rouleau in Nat. 
('anad. lxxi. 2(>8 (1944). Its seeds are 1.5-2 mm. in diameter, 
the variety of wide range from the Atlantic to tlu* Pacific. Var. 
Standleyanum, chiefly of the interior of tlu' continent, has the 
seeds 2-3 mm. broad.—M. L. Fernald. 
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
